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Officials  try 
new  plan 
on  criminals 


TRENTON,  N.J. 
(AP)  —  In  an  experi¬ 
ment  to  keep  tabs  on 
non-violent  criminals 
without  keeping  them 
behind  bars,  the  state  is 
monitoring  the  move¬ 
ments  of  20  former  in¬ 
mates  through  an  elec¬ 
tronic  bracelet  that 
forces  them  to  observe  a 
night-time  curfew,  offi¬ 
cials  said  Sunday. 

The  participants  — 
first-time  offenders  who 
won  early  release  under 
a  special  program  — 
wear  a  black  box 
attached  to  a  white 
wristband. 

At  night,  a  computer 
dials  their  telephone 
number  at  random. 
Once  they  hear  the  re¬ 
corded  message  iden¬ 
tifying  the  caller,  they 
must  insert  the  black 
box  into  an  attachment 
on  their  telephone.

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Woman  only  suspect 
in  bombing  of  jetliner 

ATHENS,  Greece  (AP)  —  Police  said  Sunday 
they  questioned  Arabs  and  other  foreigners  at 
Athens  airport  about  the  TWA  jetliner  bombing 
that  killed  four  Americans,  but  that  a  Lebanese 
woman  remained  their  only  suspect. 

Athanassios  Zafeiris,  security  police  chief  for  the 
Athens  area,  said  the  airport  interrogations  were 
part  of  a  general  inquiry  and  stressed:  “We’re  not 
searching  for  any  specific  people  or  investigating 
any  specific  actions.  No  one  has  been  arrested  or  is 
being  held.” 

Police  said  they  still  suspected  that  a  Lebanese 
woman  named  May  Elias  Mansur  planted  the  bomb 
on  the  Trans  World  Airlines  Boeing  727  on  a  flight 
Wednesday  from  Cairo  to  Athens.  The  plane  went 
on  to  Rome.  The  bomb  exploded  as  the  plane  was 
flying  back  to  Athens  and  Cairo,  and  was  15,000 
feet  over  southern  Greece. 

A  woman  identifying  herself  as  the  suspect  spoke 
with  The  Associated  Press  on  Saturday  in  Tripoli, 
Lebanon.  She  said  she  flew  on  the  plane  from  Cairo 
to  Athens,  but  denied  planting  the  bomb, 

A  Greek  senior  police  officer,  speaking  on  condi¬ 
tion  of  anonymity,  said  Sunday,  “We  still  suspect 
this  woman.” 

News  reports  have  said  that  Greek  police  picked 
up  an  Arab  identified  as  Mohammed  Youssef  for 
questioning  Friday  in  the  transit  lounge  at  the  in¬ 
ternational  terminal. 

The  reports  said  Youssef  bought  a  plane  ticket 
March  30  in  Nicosia,  Cypnis,  to  fly  to  Athens  with  a 
connecting  flight  to  Beirut: 

Zafeiris  said  police  questioned  “at  least  one” 
Arab  man  who  arrived  at  Athens  airport  from  Nico¬ 
sia,  but  refused  to  say  if  the  man  was  named 
Youssef. 

According  to  TWA’s  passenger  list,  someone 
identified  as  Mo.  Y oussef  occupied  seat  1 A  on  TWA 
Flight  840  from  Rome  to  Athens,  on  which  the 
bomb  exploded.  The  list  said  Youssef  was  sche¬ 
duled  to  continue  to  the  flight’s  termination  point  in 
Cairo. 

It  was  not  known  if  the  man  listed  on  the  passen¬ 
ger  list  was  the  man  reported  to  have  traveled  to 
Athens  from  Cyprus. , 

Workers  begin  search 
for  clues  to  explosion 

SAN  FRANCISCO  (AP)  —  Federal  agents 
joined  the  investigation  Sunday  of  an  explosion  and 
fire  that  destroyed  an  industrial  complex,  and  fire¬ 
fighters  continued  pumping  out  water  that  blocked 
their  search  for  seven  missing  people. 

A  federal  official  said  the  blast  may  have  been 
touched  off  by  accidental  ignition  of  lacquer  spray. 

Fire  officials  said  7  million  gallons  of  water  was 
sprayed  onto  the  fire  that  injured  at  least  20  people 
Friday  and  left  the  three-story  Bayview  Industrial 
Park  a  pile  of  charred  debris.  Water  stood  up  to  five 
feet  deep  in  parts  of  a  basement  area  that  had  been 
underneath  the  complex. 

Damage  was  estimated  at  $10  million  to  the  com¬ 
plex,  which  contained  126  small  businesses,  rang¬ 
ing  from  sheet  metal  shops  and  artists’  studios  to  a 
photography  lab  and  carpentry  shops. 

Deputy  Fire  Chief  Richard  Crispen  said  a  search 
for  seven  industrial  park  employees  reported  mis¬ 
sing  would  begin  Monday,  after  enough  water  has 
been  pumped  out. 

Frank  Sanders  of  a  10-member  federal  Bureau  of 
Alcohol,  Tobacco  and  Firearms  task  force  helping 


in  the  investigation  said  agents  were  checking  a 
report  that  the  blast  was  accidentally  triggered 
when  a  spark  ignited  lacquer  from  a  high-pressure 
sprayer  being  used  in  a  carpentry  shop. 

Crispen  said  that  may  have  happened  in  a  space 
occupied  by  Borsian  Cabinets. 

“That’s  the  area  where  some  individuals  are  still 
missing,  and  it’s  the  area  where  the  most  serious 
injuries  occurred  —  they  are  the  ones  in  critical 
condition,”  he  said. 

Testimony  begins  today 
in  trial  of  activist  lawyer 

SAN  RAFAEL,  Calif.  (AP)  —  Opening  argu¬ 
ments  begin  today  in  the  trial  of  an  activist  lawyer 
and  former  Peace  Corps  volunteer  charged  with 
murder  and  conspiracy  in  a  prison  bloodbath  that 
left  six  people  dead  and  sparked  his  disappearance 
14  years  ago. 

Stephen  Bingham,  44,  son  of  a  wealthy  and  politi¬ 
cally  prominent  Connecticut  family,  is  accused  oi 
providing  the  weapon  that  triggered  a  deadly  San 
Quentin  prison  breakout  attempt  by  prison  revolu¬ 
tionary  George  Jackson. 

Bingham’s  life  underground,  which  started  when 
he  told  friends  he  wouldn’t  be  back  for  dinner  and 
included  trips  to  Europe,  ended  last  July  9  when  he' 
surrendered  with  the  help  of  former  Attorney 
General  Ramsey  Clark. 

Prosecutors  contend  that,  as  an  idealistic  young 
lawyer,  Bingham  used  a  tape  recorder  to  smuggle  a 
9mm  automatic  pistol  and  ammunitions  to  Jackson, 
a  prison  reform  leader  and  author.  They  say  Jack- 
son  stashed  the  contraband  under  a  wig  and  re¬ 
turned  to  his  cell. 

Defense  attorneys  say  Jackson  was  set  up  by  the 
government  and  others  in  an  impossible  escape 
plot,  and  that  Bingham  was  chosen  as  a  scapegoat. 

His  trial,  on  two  counts  of  murder  and  one  of 
conspiracy,  is  expected  to  last  four  months. 

Free  on  bail,  Bingham  has  worked  periodically  at 
an  Oakland  law  firm. 

New  conventional  arms 
cut  risk  of  nuclear  war 

EGLIN  AIR  FORCE  BASE,  Fla.  (AP)  — Smar¬ 
ter  and  more  deadly  conventional  weapons  are  re¬ 
ducing  the  risk  of  nuclear  war  although  they  cannot 
eliminate  it,  an  Air  Force  general  says. 

These  weapons  are  part  of  efforts  to  strengthen 
conventional  forces  so  the  United  States  can  avoid 
having  to  choose  between  giving  in  to  a  massive 
conventional  attack  or  escalating  to  nuclear  war¬ 
fare,  Maj.  Gen.  Robert  D.  Eaglet  said  in  a  recent 
interview. 

Eaglet  is  deputy  commander  for  research,  de¬ 
velopment  and  acquisition  of  non-nuclear  weapons 
at  the  Air  Force  Armament  Division,  headquar¬ 
tered  at  this  Florida  Panhandle  base. 

“I  don’t  think  you  can  rely  on  the  Soviets;  if  the 
tide  of  war  were  running  against  them,  they  may 
escalate  to  nuclear  weapons,”  Eaglet  said. 

Marcos  says 
wife's  shoes 
accumulated 

NEW  YORK(AP)  — 

Former  Philippine  Pres¬ 
ident  Ferdinand  Marcos 
says  his  wife’s  collection 
of  3,000  pairs  of  shoes 
was  simply  the  accu¬ 
mulation  of  20  years, 
and  that  depictions  Of 
their  lifestyle  as  like 
“the  Arabian  nights” 
were  false. 

In  an  interview  on 
ABC-TV’s  “Nightline,” 

Marcos  also  said  the  Un¬ 
ited  States  aided  rebel 
military  forces  against 
him  in  the  final  hours  of 
his  regime,  with  Amer¬ 
icans  refueling  and 
rearming  helicopters 
that  attacked  his  palace. 

Marcos  said  he’s  tak¬ 
ing  his  exile  “in  stride” 
despite  being  refused 
asylum  by  several  coun¬ 
tries,  never  stole  money 
from  his  nation  and  con¬ 
siders  himself  its  legiti- 
mate  president, 
although  he  has  no  plans 
to  return,  even  for  his 
ailing  mother’s  funeral.

The  concluding  speaker,  President 
Howard  W.  Hunter,  acting  president 
of  the  Council  of  Twelve,  spoke  on  an 
apostle’s  witness  of  the  resurrection. 
He  said  the  doctrine  of  the  resurrec¬ 
tion  is  the  single  most  fundamental 
and  crucial  doctrine  in  the  Christian 
religion  and  cannot  be  overempha¬ 
sized. 

“Without  the  resurrection,  the  gos¬ 
pel  of  Jesus  Christ  becomes  a  litany  of 
wise  sayings  and  seemingly  unex¬ 
plainable  miracles  —  but  sayings  and 
miracles  with  no  ultimate  triumph,” 
he  said.  “No,  the  ultimate  triumph  is 
in  the  ultimate  miracle,  for  the  first 
time  in  the  history  of  mankind,  one 
who  was  dead  raised  himself  into  liv¬ 
ing  immortality.” 

President  Hunter  said  Christ’s 
“triumph  over  physical  and  spiritual 
death  is  the  good  news  that  every 
Christian  tongue  should  speak.”

General  Authorities  stressed  the 
importance  and  the  different  aspects 
of  the  vyelfare  program  in  the  Satur¬ 
day*  afternoon  session'  of  the  156th 
‘General  Co'nference  of  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

The  first  speaker  in  the  afternoon 
session  was  Elder  James  E.  Faust,  a 
member  of  the  Council  of  Twelve.  He 
spoke  of  the  importance  of  keeping  on 
course  financially  and  outlined  five 
ways  of  attaining  that  goal. 

First,  he  said,  practice  thrift  and 
frugality.  “Frugality  requires  that  we 
live  within  our  income  and  save  a  little 
for  a  rainy  day,  which  always  seems 
to  come.” 

Next,  seek  to  be  independent. 
“Payment  of  our  tithing  can  help  us 
become  independent.” 

Third,  be  industrious.  “To  be  in¬ 
dustrious  involves  energetically  man¬ 
aging  our  circumstances  to  our  advan¬ 
tage.” 

Fourth,  become  self-reliant.  Elder 
Faust  said  the  ability  to  work  with 
our  hands  is  an  economic  advantage 
and  provides  emotional  resilience. 

Fifth,  strive  to  have  a  year’s  supply 
of  food  and  clothing.  “The  Church 
cannot  be  expected  to  provide  for  ev¬ 
ery  one  of  its  millions  of  members  in 
case  of  public  or  personal  disaster.  It 
is  therefore  necessary  that  each  home 
and  family  do  what  they  can  to 
assume  the  responsiblity  for  their 
own  hour  of  need,” 

The  next  speaker,  Bishop  Glenn  L. 
Pace,  shared  some  of  his  experiences 
about  what  it  was  like  when  he  was 
first  asked  to  be  the  managing  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Welfare  Services  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Church.  He  said  his  con¬ 
tact  with  President  Marion  G.  Rom¬ 
ney,  who  has  been  involved  with  the 
welfare  program  for  fifty  years,  gave 


him  strength  and  inspiration.  Presi¬ 
dent  Romney  continually  stressed  the 
importance  of  teaching  church  mem¬ 
bers  to  become  self-reliant. 

“As  great  as  the  various  programs 
of  the  church  are,  they  carry  with 
them  a  potential  danger.  If  we  are.not 
careful,  it  is  possible  to  get  so  wrap¬ 
ped  up  in  the  program  we  forget  the 
principles,”  Elder  Pace  said. 

“Programs  blindly  followed  lead  us 
to  a  discipline  to  do  good,  but  princi¬ 
ples  understood  and  practiced  bring 
us  to  a  disposition  to  do  good.’-’ 

Elder  Russell  M.  Nelson,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Council  of  Twelve,  said  in 
his  talk,  “few,  if  any,  of  the  Lord’s 
instructions  are  stated  more  often,  or 
given  greater  emphasis  than  the  com¬ 
mandment  to  care  for  the  poor  and 
needy.” 

As  far  as  serving  the  poor  is  con¬ 
cerned,  we  must  begin  where  we  are 
now  and  work  according  to  his  plan, 
he  said.  , 

“The  Lord’s  ‘own  way’  includes, 
first,  reliance  on  self,  then  the  family. 
If  the  family  can’t  help,  the  Lord’s 
‘own  way’  includes  the  church  orga¬ 
nization.” 

Part  of  the  Lord’s  plan  is  fasting, 
praying  and  giving  offerings  to  the 
church. 

“To  care  fully  for  the  poor,  the  poor 
must  change.  When  people  of  the 
earth  accept  the  gospel  of  Christ, 
their  attitudes  change.  Their  under¬ 
standing  and  capabilities  increase.” 

According  to  Bishop  Robert  D. 
Hales,  Presiding  Bishop,  the  Lord’s 
real  storehouse  is  in  the  homes  and 
hearts  of  his  people. 

He  listed  seven  welfare  principles 
that  are  essential  to  happiness  and 
spiritual  development. 

First,  the  welfare  plan  is  an  integ¬ 
ral  part  of  the  plan  of  salvation.  “It  is  a

“We  are  not  speaking  of  a  wholesome  view  of 
self-worth,  which  is  best  established  by  a  close 
relationship  with  God.  But  we  are  speaking  of  pride 
as  the  universal  sin,  as  someone  has  described  it.” 

President  Benson  described  pride  as  a  “my  will” 
rather  than  “thy  will”  approach  to  life.  “The  oppo¬ 
site  of  pride  is  humbleness,  meekness,  submissive¬ 
ness  or  teachableness.” 

Referring  to  Book  of  Mormon  Prophet  Lehi’s 
dream  of  the  great  and  spacious  building,  he  said, 
“Pride  does  not  look  up  to  God  and  care  about  what 
is  right.  It  looks  sideways  to  man  and  argues  who  is 
right.  Pride  is  manifest  in  the  spirit  of  contention.” 

President  Benson  said,  “Repentance  means 
change,  and  it  takes  a  humble  person  to  change.” 

Members  have  made  some  wonderful  strides  in 
the  past  and  will  be  lengthening  their  stride  in  the 
future,  he  said.  “To  do  so,  we  must  first  cleanse  the

Leaders  discuss  succession 


at  Sunday  morning  session

At  the  Sunday  morning  session  of  the  156th 
Annual  General  Conference  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  church  leaders  ex¬ 
plained  the  beauty  of  presidential  succession  in  the 
church  and  the  power  of  other  church  programs. 

President  Gordon  B.  Hinckley  said  the  transition 
of  authority  in  the  church  “is  beautiful  in  its  simplic¬ 
ity.  It  is  indicative  of  the  way  the  Lord  does 
things.” 

There  is  no  electioneering  or  campaigning. 
“There  is  only  the  quiet  and  simple  operation  of  a 
divine  plan  which  provides  inspired  and  tested 
leadership. 

“Under  President  Benson’s  leadership  the  work 
of  the  Lord  will  continue  to  move  forward.  No 
power  under  the  heavens  can  deflect  it  from  its 
course.  We  may  expect  that  there  will  be  sortie  who 
will  try.  Their  efforts  will  be  like  chipping  away  at  a 
granite  block  with  a  chisel  of  wood.  The  stone  will 
not  be  damaged,  but  the  chisel  will  be  broken.” 

The  gospel  has  the  power  to  improve  men  and 
women  everywhere  in  spiritual,  intellectual,  moral 
and  physical  categories,  he  said. 

The  knowledge  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ  is  the 
foundation  of  spiritual  strength.  “With  this  know¬ 
ledge  we  grow  spiritually,  our  spirits  in  kinship 
with  the  Spirit  of  God.  It  affords  the  strength 
needed  to  rise  above  sin.”  It  is  the  mission  of  the 


members  of  the  church  to  declare  this  to  the  world, 
said  President  Hinckley. 

“There  is  no  clearly  defined  line  of  demarkation 
between  the  spiritual  and  the  intellectual  when  the 
intellectual  is  cultivated  and  pursued  in  balance 
with  the  pursuit  of  spiritual  knowledge  and 
strength'.” 

Hinckley  cited  Dr.  Hugh  Nibley,  a  BYU  profes¬ 
sor  emeritus,  as  an  example  of  intellectual 
strength.  “His  appetite  for  learning  has  been  whet¬ 
ted  by  the  gospel  he  loves.” 

Moral  strength  is  sorely  needed  in  the  world, 
Hinckley  said.  “Were  the  standards  of  Sodom  and 
Gomorrah  worse  than  those  of  many  in  this  genera¬ 
tion? 

“The  church  is  the  guardian  and  teacher  of  moral 
values.  Regrettably,  there  are  some  who  disregard 
those  teachings.”  President  Hinckley  repeated  an 
earlier  statement  that  child  and  spouse  abuse  is  a 
cause  of  excommunication  from  the  church. 

Elements  that  will  improve  the  individual  physi¬ 
cally  are  inherent  in  the  practices  of  the  church. 
The  findings  of  modern  medical  science  have  helped 
to  prove  the  benefits  of  following  the  Word  of  Wis¬ 
dom,  he  said. 

President  Thomas  S.  Monson,  the  second  counse¬ 
lor  in  the  First  Presidency,  spoke  on  the  church 
welfare  system. 

President  Monson,  who  serves  as  the  chairman  of 
the  Welfare  Executive  Committee  of  the  church

Today,  every  person’s  deepest  need  is 
for  a  vital  faith  relationship  with  God  the 
Father  through  Jesus  Christ,  his  Son  and 
our  Redeemer,  Elder  de  Jager  said.  “The 
greatest  news  of  all  times  is  that  Jesus 
lives  and  that  his  atoning  sacrifice  took 
place  for  all  people;  and  when  they  put 
their  trust  in  him  and  indeed  walk  in  obedi¬ 
ence  to  his  commandments,  there  is  a  way 
for  them  to  gain  salvation  and  exaltation.” 

Elder  Francis  B.  Gibbons,  a  newly  sus¬ 
tained  member  of  the  First  Quorum  of 
Seventy,  bore  his  testimony  and  paid  re¬ 
spect  to  his  ancestors  who  lead  the  way  to 
where  he  is  now. 

At  his  first  general  conference  as  Presi¬ 


dent  of  the  church,  President  Ezra  Taft 
Benson  said  he  appreciated  all  those  who 
raised  their  hands  to  sustain  him. 

“I  am  reminded  how  Moses  up  on  the  hill 
raised  his  arms  for  the  victory  of  the 
armies  of  Israel  ...  So  will  we  be  victo¬ 
rious  as  we  hold  up  the  arms  of  the  Lord’s 
anointed  servants,”  he  said. 

He  said  the  threefold  mission  of  the 
church  is  to  teach  the  gospel  to  the  world, 
strengthen  the  members  of  the  church  and 
move  forward  the  work  of  salvation  for  the 
dead. 

“The  world  needs  the  gospel,  and  we  are 
charged  by  command  of  the  Lord  and 
through  our  Abrahamic  lineage  to  spread 
it,”  he  said. 

All  young  men  should  serve  missions, 
and  many  sisters  may  also  serve,  he  said. 
“Participation  in  this  great  work  blesses 
the  convert,  blesses  the  missionary  and 
blesses  all  those  who  support  the  mis¬ 
sionary.” 

Studying  The  Booh  of  Mormon: 
Another  Testament  of  Jesus  Christ  both 
as  individuals  and  as  families  will  help  to 
strengthen  the  membership  of  the  church, 
he  said. 

“Now,  in  our  day,  the  Lord  has  revealed 
the  need  to  reemphasize  The  Book  of  Mor¬ 
mon  to  get  the  church  and  all  the  children 
of  Zion  out  from  under  condemnation  — 
the  scourge  and  judgment,”  President 
Benson  said. 

The  third  mission,,  work  for  the  salva¬ 
tion  of  the  dead,  is  accomplished  through 
temple  attendance.  “Our  attendance  there 
blesses  the  dead  and  also  blesses 
ourselves,  for  it  is  a  house  of  revelation.” 

By  the  authority  of  his  priesthood,  the 
prophet  invoked  a  blessing  upon  the  Lat¬ 
ter-day  Saints  and  upon  good  people 
everywhere.  “I  bless  you  yrith  increased 
discernment  to  judge  between  Christ  and 
antichrist.  I  bless  you  with  increased 
power  to  do  good  and  to  resist  evil.  I  bless 
you  with  increased  understanding  of  The 
Book  of  Mormon.” 

He  then  promised  members  that  if  they 
study  this  sacred  book  daily  and  follow  its 
teachings,  God  would  bless  them  with  “a 
blessing  hitherto  unknown.”

Leaders  stress  duty 
to  LDS  priesthood

Saturday  evening’s  Priesthood  ses¬ 
sion  centered  on  “duty,”  including  a 
strong  message  by  President  Benson, 
for  members  of  the  Aaronic  Priest¬ 
hood  to  “live  up  to  your  Godly  poten¬ 
tial.” 

Elder  Neal  A.  Maxwell,  a  member 
of  the  Council  of  Twelve,  was  the 
opening  speaker.  How  man  relates  to 
God  and  can  return  to  God  are  ques¬ 
tions  answered  by  reading  the  writ¬ 
ings  of  ancient  and  modern  day 
prophets  of  God,  he  said. 

“Only  by  searching  the  scriptures, 
not  using  them  occasionally  as  quote 
books,  can  we  begin  to  understand 
the  implications  as  well  as  the  dec¬ 
larations  of  the  gospel.”

om  scripture  that  man  can  achieve 

topiaifhe  will  “feast  upon  the  words 
of  Christ,”  and  follow  him  and  obey 
his  commandments,  he  said. 

Some  people  scoff  at  the  doctrines 
of  the  gospel  and  anciently  people 
scoffed  at  Jesus  when  he  taught  doc¬ 
trine,  said  Elder  Maxwell.  “The  only 
cure  for  the  doctrinal  illiteracy  of 
those  who  murmur  will  be  to  learn 
doctrine.” 

The  next  speaker,  Elder  Thomas  S. 
Monson,  second  counselor  in  the  First 
Presidency  of  the  church,  emphasized 
the  importance  of  fulfilling  duty. 

“Time  marches  on,  but  duty  keeps 
cadence  with  that  march.  Duty  never 
dims  and  never  diminishes,”  Elder 
Monson  said.  He  also  repeated  the 
story  of  John  E.  Page,  called  to  a  mis¬ 
sion  in  Canada  by  Joseph  Smith.  Page 
said  he  didn’t  even  have  a  coat,  to 
wear.  “Now  that’s  a  pretty  good  ex¬ 
cuse  for  not  going  to  Canada.” 

Joseph  Smith,  however,  took  the 
coat  he  was  wearing,  gave  it  to  Page 
and  said,  “Here,  take  this  and  the' 
Lord  will  bless  you.” 

Page  went  on  to  Canada  and  during 
a  two-year  period,  walked  5,000  miles 
and  baptized  600  people.  “He  went 
and  he  served,”  Elder  Monson  said. 

“He  commands,  and  to  those  who 
obey  Him,  whether  they  be  wise  or 
simple,  He  will  reveal  Himself 
through  the  struggles,  trials  and  suf¬ 


ferings  they  shall  pass  through  in  His 
fellowship;  and  they  shall  come  to 
know  Him,”  he  said. 

President  Gordon  B.  Hinckley, 
first  counselor  in  the  First  Presiden¬ 
cy,  said  he  had  to  make  the  difficult 
choice  between  going  on  a  mission  or 
staying  home  for  college,  a 
sweetheart,  and  a  career  just  like 
young  priesthood  holders  today.  His 
bishop  called  him  on  a  mission  during 
the  “worst  economic  depression  in  the 
history  of  the  world,”  he  said. 

His  own  bank  account  was  lost  due 
to  bank  failure,  but  his  mother,  who 
had  passed  away,  had  set  aside  a  bank 
account  for  his  mission. 

“As  I  look  back  upon  it ,  I  see  all  of  it 
as  a  miracle.  Somehow  the  money  was 
there  every  month.” 

President  Hinckley  said  the  work 
in  the  mission  field  was  difficult  and 
discouraging,  but  was  a  great  blessing 
to  him  as  he  set  aside  his  own  self 
interests  to  do  the  work  of  the  Lord. 

More  important  than  the  number  of 
baptisms  he  had  or  that  other  mis¬ 
sionaries  had  was  the  satisfaction  that 
came  in  knowing  he  was  doing  what 
the  Lord  wanted  him  to  do  that  built 
his  own  testimony,  said  President 
Hinckley, 

“In  the  course  of  that  experience, 
there  became  riveted  into  my  very 
being  a  conviction  and  knowledge 
that  this  is  in  very  deed  the  true  and 
living  work  of  God,  restored  through 
a  prophet  for  the  blessing  of  all  who 
will  accept  it  and  live  its  principles.” 

Hinckley  invited  William  Sheffield, 
who  recently  joined  the  church,  to  tell 
the  story  of  his  conversion. 

Sheffield  had  been  appointed  by  the 
governor  to  the  state  Superior  Court. 
But  after  less  than  two  years  as  judge 
he  said  “I  had  heard  the  Lord  call  me 
to  the  seminary.”  He  was  accepted  at 
the  Yale  Divinity  School. 

Sheffield  said  when  he  attended  his 
first  sacrament  meeting  in  the  ward 
he  was  received  as  though  he  had 
been  expected  and  was  immediately 
invited  to  a  dinner  party. 

He  said  the  church  members  were 
patient,  loving  and  gentle  as  he  strug¬ 
gled  with  the  Joseph  Smith  story.  He 
found  the  Book  of  Mormon  “complex, 
sophisticated,  doctrinally  profound

all  things,  trials,  and  tribulations  in  our  lives  and  a 
concern  for  the  needy  is  to  humble  us  and  draw  us 
closer  to  the  Lord  our  God  and  nearer  to  perfec¬ 
tion.” 

Second,  the  scriptures  provide  the  spiritual 
framework  for  the  welfare  plan. 

Third,  the  welfare  plan  builds  faith  in  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.  “Temporal  challenges  humble  us  and 
become  spiritual  opportunities,”  he  said. 

Fourth,  living  welfare  principles  can  develop  in¬ 
dividual  self-reliance.“Ifthe  membersofthe  Church 
follow  the  ounsel  to  become  self-reliant,  they  repre¬ 
sent  an  immense  pool  of  resources, knowledge^kills 
and  charity  available  to  help  one  another.” 

Fifth,  the  welfare  plan  builds  love  and  compas¬ 
sion  for  our  fellowmen.  One  of  the  first  steps  to 
accomplishing  this  comes  from  building  love  and 
compassion  in  our  homes. 

“It  is  hypocritical  to  talk  of  compassion  to  others 
while  we  are  rude  or  abusive  within  our  own  fami¬ 
lies,”  Bishop  Hales  said. 

Sixth,  the  welfare  plan  sanctifies  both  giver  and 
receiver.  Church  members  need  to  learn  that  it  is 
important  to  be  able  to  receive  gracefully. 

Finally,  the  welfare  plan  builds  a  Zion  People. 
Though  this  promised  Zion  may  always  seem  a  little 
beyond  our  reach,  we  must  realize  that  Zion  is  a 
process  as  well  as  a  destination,  Bishop  Hales  said. 

The  concluding  speaker  was  Elder  L.  Tom  Per¬ 
ry  of  the  Council  of  Twelve.  He  said  the  law  of  the 
fast  is  basic  in  the  church  and  has  three  great  pur¬ 
poses. 

“First,  it  provides  assistance  to  the  needy 
through  the  contributions  of  fast  offerings,  consist¬ 
ing  of  the  value  of  meals  from  which  we  abstain.” 

Second,  a  fast  is  beneficial  to  us  physically. 
Third,  it  is  to  increase  humility  and  spirituality  on 
the  part  of  each  individual. 

“Do  we  need  to  be  reminded  that  included  in  our 
baptismal  covenant  is  our  pledge  to  bear  one 
another’s  burdens  that  they  may  be  light?” 

He  stressed  the  fact  that  fast  offerings  are  the 
Lord’s  way  of  providing  for  the  needs  of  the  poor . 
“Oh,  how  we  deprive  ourselves  of  the  blessings  of 
the  Lord  by  not  being  generous  in  our  fast  offering 
contributions. 

“Fasting  is  also  one  of  the  finest  ways  of  develop¬ 
ing  our  own  discipline  and  self-control.”

Elder  Packer  said  that  a  major  barrier  for  those 
reading  The  Book  of  Mormon  are  the  chapters  that 
use  the  “Old  Testament”  style  of  language,  rather 
than  the  easy  flowing  “New  Testament  style”  of 
language  used  throughout  most  of  the  book.  Elder 


Packer  said  to  read  ahead  and  glean  as  much  as 
possible,  even  if  “all  you  do  is  look  at  the  words.” 

After  reading  The  Book  of  Mormon,  “you  may 
become  qualified  to  enquire  of  the  Lord”  as  to  the 
book’s  truthfulness  and  to  receive  a  personal  re¬ 
velation. 

Elder  Dallin  H.  Oaks  spoke  of  the  problems  of 
profanity.  “The  nature  and  extent  of  profanity  and 
vulgarity  in  our  society  is  a  measure  of  its  de¬ 
terioration.” 

The  common  acceptance  of  profanity  is  a  fulfill¬ 
ment  of  the  Book  of  Mormon  prophecy  that  in  the 
last  days  there  will  be  great  pollutions  on  the  earth, 
he  said. 

“Those  who  use  sacred  names  in  vain  are,  by  that 
act,  promoters  of  Satan’s  purposes,”  he  said. 

Members  of  the  church  should  understand  why 
the  people  of  God  have  been  commanded  to  abstain 
from  profane  and  vulgar  language.
